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Alabama Junior Colleges 


Are Making History 


The State of Alabama 
is now joining one of the 
most remarkable ed- 
ucational developments in 
the twentieth century--the 
public junior college move- 
ment. It is very fortunate 
for the citizens of our state 
that these junior colleges 
will be ready to operate this 
fall--just in time to serve 
the rapidly increasing 
number of persons seeking 
higher educational oppor- 
tunities. 

Junior colleges are a 
comparatively new educa- 
tional development in the 
United States and in Ala- 
bama. There were only a 
few private junior colleges 
operating in the nation 
prior to 1900, but now there 
are over 270 private junior 
colleges and over 425 
public junior colleges in 
the United States. 

Furthermore, the num- 
ber of public junior col- 
leges in the nation has 
been rapidly increasing 
since World War II. Now 
more junior colleges (two- 
year colleges) are being 
established each year than 
are new senior colleges 
(four-year colleges) and 
universities. The estab- 
lishment of the new junior 
college system in Alabama 
will greatly add to thisnew 
development nationally of 
providing additional oppor- 
tunities beyond the high 
school for our citizens to 
advance their education, 

California has been the 
leading state in the nation 
in the number of public 
junior colleges (now overt 
70) and the number of jun- 
ior college students (now 
over 400,000 part-time and 
full-time students), In the 
southeastern United States, 
the state of Mississippi was 
an early leader inthe junior 
college movement when 
they established a number 
of junior colleges in the 
late 1920s as an extension 
of the old county agricul- 
tural schools. Florida has 
rapidly expanded its com- 
munity junior colleges in 
the last decade to become 
one of the leaders in the 
nation, Kentucky, Georgia, 
and North Carolina have 
all taken action within the 
last few years to expand 
their junior college sys- 
tems. This year action is 
being taken in Tennessee, 
Arkansas, and South Caro- 
lina to encourage the estab- 
lishment of public junior 
colleges in these states, 

Although eight private 
junior colleges, witha total 


enrollment now of over 
2,000 students, have been 
serving Alabama for a 
number of years, prior to 
1963 Alabama did not have 
any public junior colleges 
in operation, Back in 1961 
the citizens in northwest 
Alabama were successful 
in having the State Legis- 
lature pass Act No. 888 
authorizing the establish- 
ment of a junior college to 
be located in Franklin, Ma- 
rion, or Winston County. 
Two years later Northwest 
Alabama Junior College, 
under the leadership of 
President James Glasgow, 
began operations at Phil 
Campbell in the fall of 1963 
as the first public junior 
college in the state. 

The special session of 
the 1961 State Legislature 
also authorized a junior 
college to be located in 
northeast Alabama in 
either Jackson or DeKalb 
County. However, nooffi- 
cial action was taken onthis 
authorization until the pre- 
sent state system of junior 
colleges was developed 
during Governor Wallace’s 
administration. 

Southern Union College 
at Wadley, which had been 
operating as a private jun- 
ior college since 1922, was 
authorized by the special 
session of the State Legis- 
lature in 1964 to become a 
member of the new state 
system of junior colleges. 
On October 1, 1964, South- 
ern Union College under the 
leadership of President 
Walter Graham officially 
entered the state system of. 
junior colleges and thus 
became the second public 
junior college to operate in 
Alabama. 

The State of Alabama 
really entered the public 
junior college movement 


in full force when the 1963 
State Legislature under the 
leadership of Governor 
George C, Wallace estab- 
lished the Alabama Trade 
School and Junior College 
Authority with the first 
$15,000,000 bond issue to 
finance the construction 
and equipment for new| 
junior colleges and voca- 
tional-technical schools,

ROBERT M, SHELTON, im-

IT SEEMS almost unbeliev-

Governments themselves do 
not produce freedom, People 
have to wrest freedom from 
governments, After they secure 
freedom, it is an endless task 
to retain it. Government au- 
thorized by the people provides 
laws, order, and protection, 
Of necessity, it must be re- 
strictive in many ways. 

But unless the people are 
constantly on the alert, their 
hired public officials tend to 
expand their powers in ways 
that cause government to little 
by little encroach on indivi- 
dual freedom and opportunity. 
It is all done in the name of 
the people and paid for through 
massive taxation, The people 
vote for hobbles when they sanc- 
tion a welfare state, 


YOU MAY FAVOR all, part 
of, or none of the concepts and 
programs that make up Presi- 
dent Johnson’s blueprint for a 
Great Society. But there are at 
least two things on which all 
can agree, The cost will 
be heavy - far greater in the 
long run, probably, than is yet 
generally understood, And no- 


thing like it has ever before 
been proposed by those in 
power. 


It is said, of course, that it 
has its roots in Franklin Roo- 
sevelt’s: New Deal, That is true - 
Mr. Johnson, then a freshman 

nan, was taken under 
Roosevelt wing and has al- 


ways had a profound admira- 
tion for him. But the New Deal, 
whatever one may think of it, 


was primarily designed to meet 
the problems of a vast depres- 
sion, The Grest Society not only 
infinitely farther in its 
intentions, as well as its costs, 
but is, in Mr. Johnson’s view, 
tailored to an era of generally 
hi and sustained prosperity 
and economic expansion, Some 
parts of it, such as the Appa- 
lachian bill, are aimed at de- 
pressed areas, but this is not 
true of the whole,

sides, Many of them will start 
on a comparatively small scale 
only to grow, sometimes enor- 
mously, in coming years, U, S, 
News says of this: “A sampl- 
ing of ‘Great Society’ projects 
indicates they will jump from 1 
billion dollars in the current 
fiscal year to 12,2 billion inthe 
year beginning July 1, 1966.” 
It can be added that it is not 


uncommon for estimates to 
prove way short of the actua- 
lity. Even as of now, Congress 
in some instances has shown 
itself eager to spend more than 
the President has asked, 

Two questions are constantly 
being debated, One is: What 
would happen if the nation should 
be caught in a depression or 
even a substantial recession? 
Administration economists be- 
lieve thatgovernment programs 
and powers assure that signi- 
ficant recessions can be pre- 
vented or quickly ended, Others 
are not so certain, 

The second question is: In 
the light of such spending, what 
will happen to the remaining 
value of the dollar? Adminis- 
tration leaders seem convinced 
that there is small danger that 
inflation on anything resembling 
a critical scale is in the offing. 
Again, others are not So cer- 
tain, 

To say the obvious, we can 
only wait and see, 


WHAT INTERESTS the rea- 
ders of weekly newspapers? 

The Suburban Press Foun- 
dation conducted a survey to find 
the answer to that question, 
and Editor & Publisher has 
printed the results, They cast 
1 revealing light on the wants 
of the millions of people who 
live in the small towns and the 
countryside, 

As one would expect, local 
news led the fieldin readership, 
with 92,9 per cent of those poll- 
ed saying they always read 
it; 6.5 per cent saying they 
read it sometimes; and only 
0.6 per cent confessing they

Next - and close behind - 
came editorials and local col- 
umns. A mere 0,7 per cent 
said they never read these, 

Third in reader interest was 
advertising, Only 2.7 per cent 
said they never read it, All 
the rest said they always or 
sometimes read it, 

Actually, the whole weekly 
paper is very thoroughly read, 
Even the poorest read clas- 
sification - sports news - drew 


a combined ‘always? and 
“sometimes” readership of 98,1 
per cent,

days, not just one, And the 
whole family has a lasting and 
hearty appetite for just about 
everything in its columns.

Instruction pamphlets 
and application blanks for 
the new National Service 
Life Insurance were sent 
during April to more than 
4,000,000 veterans, the 
Administration 
announced today. 

The new insurance went 
on sale May 1, 1965. It can- 
not be bought after May 2, 
1966, 

Che mailings were made 
to all those veterans re- 
ceiving service-connected 
compensation payments, 
All of these veterans, ex- 
cept a small percentage 
who already have $10,000 
GI insurance coverage, are 
eligible for the new in- 
surance. 

Another mailing goes to 
those veterans whose in- 
surance records show that 
the face value of their poli- 
cies is $9,000 or less. 
Any of these veterans who 
have a service-connected 
disability are eligible for 
the new insurance in a- 
mounts to increase their 
total GI insurance to 
$10,000. 

A third mailing is being 
made to the many veterans 
who have asked for infor- 
mation since the law was 
passed last October. 

Any veteran inthe above 
groups who does not re- 
veive an application and 
instruction pamphlet in the 
mail should write, tele- 
phone or visit the nearest 
VA Office, 

In addition, there are 
about 1,600,000 other vet- 
erans who are eligible for 
this insurance, These are 
the veterans who were 
found to have a service- 
connected disability so 
slight that they were not 
eligible for compensation 
payments. As a result they 
do not receive monthly pay- 
ment and the VA does not 
have their present add- 
resses. 

Also eligible are veter- 
ans who have disabilities 
arising from service who 
have not. yet applied to the 
VA to have the disabilites 
adjudged service-con- 
nected, These veterans are 
eligible for the new insur- 


ance if their disabilities 
can be rated service-con- 
nected, 

The new insurance is 


also available to veterans 
with disabilities not re- 
lated to their service pro- 
viding the disabilites are so 
severe that the veteran 
cannot obtain commercial 
life insurance at the high- 
est premiums. 

The VA is trying to at- 
tract the attention of these 
last three groups through 
press, radio and television 
announcements, 

Medical examination 
will be required for those 
commercially uninsurable 
and for all others who have 
reached their 50th birth- 
day. Veterans with ser- 
vice-connected disabilities 
who have not reached their 
50th birthday need not sub- 
mit medical examinations 
initially but may be re- 
quested to submit medical 
evidence if they have ques- 
tionable health conditions, 

The VA,will not give 
these medical exam- 
inations. Applicants must 
obtain medical examina- 
tions from private physi- 
cians at their ownexpense. 

Persons now on active 
duty withthe Armed Forces 
and certain Philippine vet- 


erans are not eligible to 
buy this new insurance. 
To buy this insurance 


the veteran must; 

a. Have been originally 
eligible for National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance (NSLI) 
between October 8, 1940, 


ees and January |, 1957. 


b. Have now either no 
GI insurance or less than 
the $10,000 of such cover- 
age. 

Veterans who apply will 
fall in one of the three 
following groups: 

a. Veterans with ser- 
vice-connected disabilities 
who meet standards of good 
health, 

b. Veterans whose ser- 
vice-connected disabilities 
alone do not permit them to 
meet standards of good 
health. 

c. Veterans whose non- 
service-connected dis- 
abilities as of october 13, 
1964, the date the bill was 
signed into law, prevented 
them from buying commer- 
cial insurance at the high- 
est rates. 

The new policies willbe 
issued at low non-dividend 
premiums which will inthe 
case of the first‘group com- 
pare favorably with-the 
net cost of World War II 
GI insurance. 

Higher premiums will 
be charged those veterans 
in groups two and three. 
In all cases, the premium 
rates will cover admini- 
strative costs as wellasthe 
policy value. 

The new GI insurance 
policies will not be term 
insurance but some per- 
manent form of insurance. 
The policies will not carry 
eligibility for dividends, 

The veteran may pur- 
chase up to the full $10,000 
coverage if he never had 
NSLI insurance or if he 
had it and allowed it to 
lapse, or he can purchase 
sufficient insurance to 
bring his total NSLI insur- 
ance back to the $10,000 
level, if he wishes. 

In addition to the re- 
opening of NSLI, the new 
law allows veterans who 
already hold existing World 
War II or Korean Conflict- 
type term policies to con- 
vert to a modified life plan. 
The one-year time limit 
does not apply to this pro- 
vision. 

The VA plans to notify 
all term policy holders of 
this new modified plan at 
the time of their renewal. 

This plan is an induce- 
ment to term policyholders 
to convert to a lifetime 
level premium plan before 
the premiums on renewable 
term insurance become 
prohibitive with increasing 
age. 

Some three million NSLI 
policyholders still hold 
term insurance policies, 
the VA reports, 


The advantage of this 
new modified plan is thatit 
permits conversion toper- 
manent type insurance at 
lower premium rates than 
possible before, but the 
face value of the policy will 
be automatically reduced 
by SO per cent when the 
insured reaches the age of 
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65. 

The policyholder has the 
option at that time to re- 
store the full amount of 
coverage by purchasing or- 


dinary life insurance 
without medical exami- 
nation.

WOMEN’S HEALTH 


We've heard much 
economic and political talk 
recently about the gold 
drain andthe gold standard, 
And now comes a medical 
report on the precious me- 
tal. 

Doctor Naomi Kanof, 
Washington, D, C., derma~ 
tologist, reported recently 
that certain types of stub- 
born skin ulcers healed 
rapidly when dressed with 
layers of specially pre- 
pared gold leaf. The physi- 
cian said that the healing 
process was remarkably 
rapid. The reasons the pre- 
cious. shield works’ so 
effectively, Doctor Kanof 
told Women’s’ Medical 
News Service, are not yet 
fully understood. Doctor 
Kanof is Chief of Derma- 
tology at Children’s Hos- 
pital, Washington, D. C,

A Michigan doctor re- 
ports that he may have 
found an efficient method of 
conception control based on 
a combination of the rhythm 
method and the use of ‘‘the 
pill” after ovulation has 
occurred, Doctor JamesG, 
‘Matthews, of Berkley, 
Michigan, presented the 
following findings at a 
meeting of the American 
College of Osteopathic Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecolo- 
gists, of which he is presi- 
dent. 

Doctor Matthews pre- 
scribed ‘‘the pill’’.for 40 
women who had been preg- 
nant a total of 190 times, 
and had 160 living children. 
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SPECIAL 
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Most of the women had such 
irregular periods that they 
could not use the rhythm 
method effectively. 

“The pill’ was taken 
from the 16th to the 25th 
day of the cycle, after oyu- 
lation was presumed to 
have occurred, This, ac- 
cording to Doctor Matt- 
hews, combined with ab- 
stinence from the llth to 
the 18th day of the cycle, 
led to the following re- 
sults: 

Instead of the 26 preg- 
nancies which might have 
been expected during the 
period the women were on 
“the pill’, -- an average 
of almost 12 cycles -- none 
became pregnant. 

Commented Doctor 
Matthews to Women’s 
Medical News Service: “I 
believe use of ‘the pill’ in 
the latter half of the cycle, 
combined with a limited 
period of abstinence, will 
make the rhythm method 
secure.” 


Note to Parents (and 
Doctors): Babies born with 
an arm or hand defect may 
also have a heart defect. 
This alert comes from a 
medical team headed by Dr. 
Kenneth B, Lewis, of the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
Baltimore, Md, 

Doctor Lewis said that 
early diagnosis of such 
heart defects is important 
so that proper medication, 
diet, and advice concerning 
exercise can be prescribed 
before heart surgery is 
undertaken, if such sur- 
gery is necessary.

Monthly benefits first 
became payable in January, 
1940, and they have 
continued without interrup- 
tion for years, accom- 
panied by a steady growth 
in the number of benefici- 
aries. Mr. Scott noted that 
as of December 31, 1964, 
some 2812 people in Coffee 
County were receiving 
social security checks, an 
increase of 8.3 percent 
over the same date in1963. 

More people, he said, 
could draw social security 
benefits if they knew more 
about the law, and for that 
reason they are urged to 
visit or call the local social 
security office whenever 
they have a question con- 
cerning their benefits or 
responsibilities. 

As of January, 1965, in 
the nation at large, more 
than 19 million benefici- 
aries were receiving pay- 
ments at the rate of $1.3 
billion per month, 

The average monthly 
old-age retirement benefit 
in January was $77.57 for 
all states, while in the 
State of Alabama _ the 
average was $65.67, Mr. 
Scott said.
